a few. 
Scarlet, bright green, orange, 
violet, blue, brown, black in fact, any 
but light, or what we know as tin ts 
or subdivided colors such 
as 
pink, 
Nile green, lemon, etc. 
It has always been 
the 
w riter’s 
opinion th a t (owing to 
a 
long resi­ 
dence in Holland) the Pilgrims adopt­ 
ed a g reat extent the Dutch dress of 
the period. 
The men’s doublet 
was 
short, only reaching just below 
the 
waist, the breeches had not yet quite 
decided to come below the knee 
for 
good. 
Ruffs were 
worn, 
but they 
m ust have been scarce in Plym outh: 
laundry difficulties would 
have com­ 
pelled a sim pler neckgear: 
a 
plain 
collar such as Shakespeare wore, 
or 
none at all, would be more likely. 
“They seem to have had no

judice against w hat we 
today 
call 
strong drink, and I never heard th a t 
they did not use 
tobacco. 
In 
1620, 
men kept their hats on indoors, and, 
it may be, even in church—I seem to 
recall th at laws were passed against 
smoking in church, but I am not quite 
sure. They used m any words in ordi 
nary discourse which we have

obliged to discard; not as inexpres 
sive, but the opposite; and their cur 
tailm ents of other people’s

tions simply took

“ About 1645 an accomplished a rtist 
named Hollar published in London 
series of plates, ‘The several H abits

mistakes made by later painters 
of 
Pilgrim costume. 
H ollar’s plates are 
exquisite, and have been followed by 
most modern painters of Pilgrim sub­ 
jects, but unluckily they are tw enty- 
five years too late fo r the period”, 
iterary Digest.

The 1828 cotton crop in this vicin­ 
ity continues to move to market slow­ 
ly, due to a late growing season and 
adverse conditions prevalent 
during 
the normal harvesting period. 
Thus 
far, according to local gin managers, 
crop movements locally have fallen 
considerably below last year's record. 
Slow movement of the present crop, 
they claim, must be due UTconditions 
other than the local price situation, 
for, it is insisted, local prices 
have 
been consistently higher 
than

average price at nearby gins. 
By 
way of proving their contention they 
submit the following price quotations 
compiled Wednesday morning at 8:00 
o'clock. The three Sikeston gins were 
paying 6.25 to 6.50 in the seed and 
18.75 to 19.10 in the lint.

Priscilla and 
her attendants flew back to the fire, 
and presently a long table spread in 
the open air for the men was covered 
with great wooden bowls full of what 
a later generation named ‘hasty-pud- 
ding’. 
Other bowls contained clam 
chowder. 
Plenty of cold boiled beef 
with mustard, flanked by dishes 
of 
turnips, offered solid 
resistance 
to 
those who attacked them. 
“Massasoit and his 
followers at­ 
tended, 
and 
Quadequina 
produced 
something like a bushel of popped 
corn—a dainty hitherto unknown to 
the Pilgrima". 
Mr. Ferris goes further and 
dis­ 
cusses the costume of the 
Pilgrim, 
and points out how tradition probably 
belies facts. Thus: 
“There has been and still is much 
misapprehension as to the dress and 
habits of the Pilgrims. 
When 
and 
where did the popular portrait arise 
of a Pilgrim dressed in black, drab, or 
brown, invariably with a brass buckle 
in the front of his hat (never so worn

must have been scarce in Plymouth 
laundry difficulties would

pelled a simpler neckgear: 
a plain 
collar such aa Shakespeare wore, or 
none at all, would be more likely. 
“They seem to have had no 
pre­ 
judice against what we 
today 
call 
strong drink, and I never heard that 
they did not use tobacco. In 
1620, 
men kept their hats on indoors, and, 
it may be, even in church—I seem to 
recall that laws were passed against 
smoking in church, but I am not quite 
sure. They used many words in ordi 
nary discourse which we have 
been 
obliged to discard; not as inexpres­ 
sive, but the opposite; and their cur­ 
tailments of other people’s 
inclina­ 
tions simply took a 
different form 
than ours. 
“If my mention of these facts helps 
to convince a few of ua that the Pil­

“About 1645 an accomplished artist 
named Hollar published in London 
series of plates, 'The several Habits 
of English Women*, and unconscious­ 
ly laid foundation for most of

mistakes made by later painters 
of 
Pilgrim costume. Hollar’s plates are 
exquisite, and have been followed by 
most modern painters of Pilgrim sub 
jects, but unluckily they are twenty- 
five years too late for the period”.— 
Literary Digest
